Because you shouldn’t spend what you 
don’t have.” 

This is especially true during the holidays, 
a time when so many of us go overboard

You have an ethical obligation to express 
gratitude to loved ones or those who have 
helped you, and many of us think of giving 
thanks this time of year, Weinstein says. But 
you don’t have to buy gifts for all of those 
people to the point that you’re putting your 
family’s finances in jeopardy he says. 

Besides, friends and family would feel 
guilty if they knew you were going into 
debt just to buy them lavish gifts, Weinstein 
says. 

And gifts, while nice, aren’t as important 
as you might think. Can you name every 
present you received last year? 

“People don’t remember. It doesn’t mean 
we re ungratefiil,” says Mary Hunt, founder 
of the Debt-Proof Living Web site and 
author of “Debt-Proof the Holidays.” It’s 
just that gifts usually don’t create lasting 
memories the way spending time with loved 
ones does, she says. 

Of course, there’s a wrong and right way 
to be a tightwad. 

The wrong way: “It’s cheap, but not in 
the best sense. It’s Ebenezer Scrooge before

The scene: Duchamp’s intimate dining room proj- 
ects cool: clean lines, sleek communal tables, mod 
plastic chairs and a generally minimalist decor.

together for a few glorious hours, usually on a lazy 
Saturday or Sunday In reality, many brunches forsake 
the “lunch” part of the equation, focusing on heavy 
breakfast items and ignoring the joys of eating a juicy 
burger at io a.m. because, hey, it’s the weekend, and 
why not? 

Not Duchamp, where the brunch menu goes so 
far as to work in several dinner favorites, including 
the addictive East Meets West hot wings ($8) and 
chef Michael Taus’ spin on steak and eggs, grilled 
skirt steak and a little round, parmesan-smoked 
bacon quiche with a perfect buttery crust. 

Brunch exclusives include grilled chorizo and egg 
quesadillas ($8) and grilled turkey sausages sand- 
wiched between two pieces of rosemary flatbread 
with cucumbers and Greek yogurt ($9).

Under the bridge 


The basics: If you and your better half 
are on the hunt for an after-dinner 
hang, head to Underbar for a late-night 
date. Tucked under the viaduct on 
lower Western Avenue, this Roscoe 
Village bar is easily overlooked, but 
it’s regularly filled with locals as well as 
patrons of the nearby Viaduct Theatre. 

We’d call Underbar intimate rather 
than classically romantic. Though this 
dimly lit spot has plenty of candlelight, 
you won’t find any corner booths for 
hot make-out sessions (though, for the 
record, it’s certainly not prohibited). 
What you will find is high-top tables 
and stools along the bar, where you can 
chat with friendly bartenders and get a 
close-up look at the beer selection. 

Owner Steve Kopka, who has 
graced Chicago with establishments 
such as Blind Robin, Green Eye and 
Lemmings, describes the look of the 
place as “Victorian bordello,” which 
plays out subtly byway of glowing 
lanterns hanging from the ceiling 
and gilded-frame mirrors covering 
the walls. 


Noise level: Any night is a good date 
night at Underbar, which opens at 
9 p.m. and closes at 4 a.m. (5 a.m. on 
Saturdays). Keep in mind, though, that 
you’ll likely have more privacy before 
2 a.m., when the late-night crowd 
packs in after nearby bars close. The 
background music remains in the back- 
ground here, with the focus squarely on 
good conversation. That said, you still 
might want to listen in. The bartender 
doubles as the DJ, so you’ll always hear 
an eclectic mix— depending on his or 
her mood. 

What to order: A full range of spirits 
occupies the bar, but Underbar 
is especially lauded for its selection 
of brews— 50 on the menu and nine 
on tap, to be exact. The beer menu 
changes seasonally, but you can 
always count on a few constants, such 
as Indiana’s Three Floyd’s and the 
omnipresent PBR. Prices start at $2.50 
and go up to $20, so if you’re uncertain 
about the taste of a particular brew, ask 
for a sample before you commit. 

Icebreaker: Underbar was once a 



noted cop hangout, but Chicago’s fin- 
est still patronize the bar in a different 
way: by sitting in their patrol cars under 
the viaduct and keeping an eye out for 
the over-served.

‘Nixon’ flick intense 


Writer Peter Morgan (“The Queen”) adapts his 
play based on the real-life interviews President 
Richard Nixon (Frank Langella) gave to British 
talk show host David Frost (Michael Sheen) in 
1977. The film charts Frost’s years of working to 
secure TV offers and financing and leads up to his 
multi-part interviews with the shamed president, 
which generated more than 28 hours of footage 
and famously concluded with Nixon accepting 
responsibility for the Watergate scandal. 

The buzz: America needs another Nixon movie 
like it needs another Nixon. But with a few weeks 
left on the term of a president who managed an 
even lower approval rating than Nixon, it doesn’t 
hurt to reflect on the mindset of a leader after his 
people have lost faith. Is a populist director like 
Ron Howard (‘A Beautiful Mind”) the right man 
for the job? 


The verdict: Turning a one-on-one interview 
into a heavyweight bout of strategy and defense, 
“Frost/Nixon” includes needless talk-to-the-cam- 
era interviews and is less than exhilarating in its 
time before the two contenders sit down to battle. 
When they do, the movie becomes something 
far more fascinating, breaking down the barrier 
between journalists and politicians and position- 
ing them simply as two linked bodies responsible 
for a commitment to truth and the American peo- 
ple. Langella’s performance is a revelation, as his 
Nixon is pervasively creepy yet strangely human 
and personable— always tricky and always selling, 
trying never to show his hand. 

Did you know? Nixon claims that “the unhap- 
piest people of the world” are retired. If kicking 
back on the beach with a drink and no responsibil- 
ity is considered being unhappy, bring it on!

Wine and dine ’em 


If a recipe calls for dry white wine or dry red wine, what kind of wine 
should be used? 

One reason food writers don’t specify is because there are so many 
choices. Chardonnay alone can range from oaky to buttery So the 
best way to decide is to look at the other ingredients in the recipe. 

For white wine, I like using a sauvignon blanc. But for a lighter- 
flavored recipe or one with fruit in it, dry riesling can be nice. 
Chardonnay will work, too, as long as it isn’t a real oaky one. 

For red wines, merlot or zinfandel are a little lighter in flavor, 
while cabernet sauvignon can pack more oomph. It would be great 
for a meat stew, for instance. 

The main thing is to taste the wine first and follow the basic rule 
of thumb: If you don’t like drinking it, don’t cook with it. Definitely 
skip anything labeled “cooking wine,” which is pretty nasty stuff.

Do I have to drink wines “blind” or anonymously in order to critically 
evaluate them? 

No, not at all. Just take the time to focus on the following factors 
when you taste a wine. Do it in this order: the wine’s color, aroma 
(swirling the wine around in the glass heightens the fragrance), fla- 
vor and finish, which is the sensation the wine leaves in the mouth 
after you’ve swallowed. This process works whether the wine is some

It’s that time of year when people of 
goodwill are making a holiday decorat- 
ing list — and checking it twice. 

Baby Jesus, out. 

Snowmen, in. 

Christmas became a federal holiday 
in 1870 by an act of Congress. Since 
then, the Supreme Court has provided 
guidelines for public decorations and 
observances that mark the holiday and 
keep the separation of church and state. 

But even legal scholars find the guide- 
lines confusing, which can make pick- 
ing non-religious symbols of the season 
tricky 

Baby Jesus is the undisputed star of the 
Christian’s Christmas. But almost every 
other familiar harbinger of the winter 
holidays also has roots in religion— pagan, 
Christian, Jewish or some combination.

Weight-loss 
secret: Cash 
out your fat

People who are paid to lose weight shed more 
than three times as many pounds as those 
who aren’t, according to a study that research- 
ers said may give insurers and employers a 
tool to make people 
healthier. 

Participants 
who were given 
money as a reward 
dropped 13 to 14 
pounds on aver- 
age after 16 weeks, 
compared with a 
loss of 3.9 pounds 
by those who didn’t 
get the cash incen- 
tive, research in 
this week’s Journal 
of the American Medical Association showed. 
People paid to diet eventually regained some 
of those pounds during several months once 
the incentives were stopped, the study said. 

About two-thirds of U.S. adults are over- 
weight or obese, and obesity is the No. 2 
cause of preventable premature death in the 
U.S. behind smoking, the researchers said. 
More studies are needed to determine the 
time period for the incentives before people 
continue to maintain weight loss on their 
own, said lead author Kevin Volpp. 

‘A lot of the approaches that have tried to 
help people lose weight have either been not 
effective or too expensive,” said Volpp, direc- 
tor of the Center for Health Incentives at the 
University of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia, 
in a telephone interview. “One of the reasons 
this approach has a lot of promise is if you ran 
it for a longer period of time, there’s a rea- 
sonable chance this could lead to real weight 
loss.” 

Researchers in the study assigned 57 people 
each to one of three groups that were weighed 
monthly The first group was a lottery-based 
system in which participants received money 
if they achieved or exceeded their targets for 
weight loss. In the second group, participants 
deposited their own money into an account 
that was matched by researchers. The money 
was lost if they failed to meet their goals. 

The third group received no financial incen- 
tives, just the monthly weight checkups. 

The average weight loss in the lottery 
group was 13. 1 pounds versus 14 pounds in the 
deposit group, the study said. Those in the 
deposit group earned an average of $378.49 
during the 16 weeks compared with $272.80 
in the lottery group.

But she says that given the econ- 
omy’s shape, the White House will 
consider other options if necessary 
to prevent the automakers’ col- 
lapse— and that could mean using 
money from the $700 billion Wall 
Street rescue. 

Perino says Bush and top aides 
talked on Friday about the urgency 
of the situation. A potential $14 bil- 
lion to aid the companies collapsed 
in the Senate on Thursday night. 

Vatican 

condemns 

in-vitro 

VATICAN CITY— The Vatican tough- 
ened its opposition Friday to using 
embryos for stem cell research, clon- 
ing and in-vitro fertilization. But in a 
major new document on bioethics, it 
showed flexibility on some forms of 
gene therapy and left open questions 
surrounding embryo adoption. 

The Vatican’s Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith issued 
“The Dignity of a Person” to help 
answer bioethical questions that 
have emerged in the two decades 
since its last such document was 
published. 

The Vatican’s overall position 
stems from its belief that human 
life begins at conception and must 
be given the consequent respect 
and dignity from that moment on. 
The Vatican also holds that human 
life should be created through inter- 
course between husband and wife, 
not in a petri dish.

ATTORNEY GENERAL TO COURT: 

REMOVE G-ROD 


Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan called on the Illinois Supreme 
Court on Friday to temporarily remove Gov Blagojevich 
from office and appoint Lt. Gov Patrick Quinn as acting 
governor, “so the business of the state of Illinois can go 
forward.” 

One of the goals of her legal filings is to prevent 
Blagojevich from using his power to appoint a U.S. sena- 
tor to replace President-elect Obama, who abandoned 
the seat as he prepares to enter the White House. 

Madigan also said she wants the court to bar 
Blagojevich from directing state contracts and conduct- 
ing a broad range of state business. 

“We think it is very clear he is incapable of serving,” 
Madigan said of the governor during a news conference 
in downtown Chicago. 

She said, “We want to make sure the people of Illinois 
have a governor who can legitimately fulfill the duties of 
that office.” 

Blagojevich has been charged in federal court with 
trying to sell the seat to the bidder that would help him 
out politically and financially 

A spokesman for the state Supreme Court confirmed 
Madigan filed the motion Friday morning. 

Madigan said she is asking the court to intervene 
because it would be quicker than impeachment. She 
said papers related to the motion were being delivered 
to the governor.

» Gov. Blagojevich’s office 
released a statement 
Friday that said he had 
signed a bill that would 
give insurance coverage 
to parents of children 
with autism. 

» John Harris resigned 
Friday morning as 
Blagojevich’s chief of 
staff, his lawyer said. 

» Blagojevich prayed with several ministers in his 
home before heading to his office Friday morning, 
telling them he is innocent and will be vindicated, 
one of the pastors said. 

» As Blagojevich was trying to pick Illinois’ next 
U.S. senator, businessmen with ties to both the 
governor and U.S. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. discussed 
raising at least $1 million for Blagojevich’s 
campaign as a way to encourage him to pick 
Jackson for the job, the Tribune reported. 

» Blagojevich’s case made headlines in Serbia, 
the country of Blagojevich’s family origin. “The 
Governor Defying Entire America,” announced a 
headline Friday in Belgrade.
